Mysterious Girl 
Arrested at Head 
of Bay Last Night 


Was Living Alone In a 
Deserted Gas Boat 


U. S. Deputy Marshal H. J. 
Wallace last-night arrested a 16- 
year-old girl at the head of the 
bay on a charge of vagrancy. The 
girl had been seen in that locality 
a numpþer of times lately, but she 
successfully evaded anyone who 
attempted to approach her. The 
matter was reported to the offi- 
cers and a citizen was detailed to 
watch for the girl in order to 
learn wheré she was living. It 
was finally discovered that she 
was staying in a deserted gas 
boat. The gas boat was watched 
for several nights in order to 
learn if the girl was alone. No 
one but the girl was ever seen to 
enter or leave the boat and she 
would venture out only when 
there was no one in sight. No 
smoke was ever seen to come 
from the boat and there was no 
light at night. Once she was seen 
to fill a quart milk bottle with 
water near Schaffners’ residence. 

On both Saturday and Sunday 
nights officers knocked at the en- 
trance to the boat but received 
no response. They then tried the 
door but found it heavily bolted. 
Last night H. J. Wallace, Earl 
West and Tom Dalgity made a 
trip to the head of the bay for 
the purpose of further investiga- 
tion. algity was pussyfooting 
near the boat when the girl came 
out with her milk bottle and went 
up the beach a few paces to fill 
the bottle with fresh water. Dal- 
gity quietly slipped. into the boat 
and bolted the door. As the girl 
returned to the boat Wallace and 
West closed in on her and made 
the arrest. The boat was searched 
but no clue was found. There 
was only a very limited quantity 
of old bedding that evidently be- 
longed to the boat, and there was 
apparently nothing-on the boat 
that the girl had brought with 
her. She was questioned as to 
her name and where she came 
from, but refused to answer. 

This afternoon the girl was ar- 
raigned before U. S. Commis- 
sioner Wm. G. Thomas under the 
nameof Jane Doe. Judge Thomas 
treated the girl most kindly and 
urged her to tell her name. She 
took from her clothes an empty 
envelope addressed ‘‘Miss May 
Furst, Petersburg, Alaska” and 
handed it to the Judge. The 
postmark was Franklin, Louisi- 
ana. The address was typewrit- 
ten. Judge Thomas asked her if 
that was her name and she nod- 
ded her head, but her manner 
was that of one who was lying. 
The Judge told her that it was 
very important that she give her 
right name, and that she could 
save herself much trouble by so 
doing. She then declared that 
her surname was Furst but ad- 
mitted that May was not her first 
name and that her.full name in- 
stead of being May Furst was 
April First.

BERLIN—The leaders of the 
three Socialist parties yesterday 
(Wednesday) afternoon sent an 
ultimatum to the government re- 
questing that it respect the Biel- 
efetd convention and immediately 
suspend all military measures in 
the Rupr valley. The government 
is given until 3 o’clock this after- 
noon to accept or reject this re- 
quest. Should it be rejected an 
immediate proclamation of a gen- 
eral strike will follow, Chancellor 
Mueller was informed by the So- 
cialist delegation. 


WESEL — Government troops 
made a sortie southeast of the 
city, drove besieging workers’ 
forces from their posts, and 
shelled their retreating columns. 


PARIS—The German cabinet, 
headed by Premier Bauer, re- 
signed, according to a message 
received at Berlin today.

fur auction in New York the hides | — 


of domestic rabbits, such as Bel- 
gian hares and Flemish Giants, 
sold at a price increase of 80 per 
cent. Skins of these rabbits are 
slipped and. dyed and made into 
“electric seal” or ‘‘sealine.’’ Even 
wild rabbit skins, which are used 
by hatters, have increased in value 
40 per cent. 


At the public auction sale held at 
the International Fur Exchange in 
St. Louis, Mo., recently there were 
sold, tor account of the United 
States government, 9,100 dressed, 
dyed and machined fur-seal skins 
from the take of 1918 on tbe Prib- 
ilof Islands ot Alaska. The skins 
commanded the highest prices ever 
paid. One lot brought $177 apiecé 
and numerous lots sold for over 
$170 each, the average being 
$140.97 each. This was an advance 
ot $49 or about 55 percent over the 
last sale in September, "1919. The 
aggregate amount of this sale was 
$1,282,905.
